CHINA. 


TIENTSIN. 

From Tientsin we hear that the French Minister, Count de 
Rochechouart, arrived on the 17th July, from Peking, and took 
up his quarters on board the French gun-vessel Flamme, Com- 
mander Méquet. He called on his Excellency Chung How during 
the course of the afternoon, accompanied by Mr. Lay, actin 
French Consul ; and Chung How has returned the visit“on board 
the Flamme. ‘Tseng-kwo-fan has sent for a body of troops from 
Paoutingfoo, the capital of the province, for tho ostensible 
purpose of keeping the disorderly characters of Tientsin in 
check, while the new authorities are ongaged in arresting 
the men implicated in the massacre. He says he did not 
think it advisable to bring troops with him, in the first 
instance, fearing that false reports might be spread as to his 
object. There is doubt, however, as to the sincerity of this state- 
ment; and there may also be room for doubt, after previous news. 
whether the troops will readily yield the desired service, an 
whether the object of bringing them down may not he quite other 
than that alleged. Our own information is, that very large bodies of 
troops are massed in the es fen aee of the port; and their 
presence forebodes no peaceful settlement of affairs, as both they 
and their chief are well known for their anti-foreign sentiments. 
on gllow’s successor, Ching-ling, has not yet arrived from 

eking. 

Various rumours have been afloat as to the attitude of Count 
Rochechouart, and as to the progress of his negotiations with the 
Chinese. We believe we may state that nothing has yet been 
settled. The situation of affairs is, probably, that the Chinese 
have made certain proposals to M. de Rochechouart, to rebuild the 
Cathedral, Sister of Charity Hospital, Orphanage, and the Con- 
sulate, and to degrade the chicf mandarins of Tientsin, with the 
exception of Chung How ; but that these proposals have not becn 
accepted, further than having been put on record. The French 
Chargé d’Affaires will hardly be able to do anything before 
receiving instructions from home, and these are not expected to 
arrive before Aug. 6. It is said that the two mandarins who 
were mostly implicated in the Tientsin massacre have been 
allowed to return to their homes—in other words, to escape ; 
and that the only punishment that Tseng-kwo-fan is inclined to 
inflict on them, is loss of their official rank. The city of Tientsin 
is still agitate] ; but business has recommenced. 

The Chinese Government protest against their complicity in 
the Tientsin massacre, and declare that it was the work of the 

eople of that town. But we have sufficient evidence to kfow 
how much the latter portion of the statement, at least, is worth. 
Tho native Christians, who were thrown into prison on the charge 
of sorcery, are still detained in custody, although their release has 
been demanded by the French authorities. 2 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Wade will not allow the French 
Minister to negotiate about what is due for the murder of a Bri- 
tish subject, but that he will take the case up himself. The 
national honour and prestige of England in China demand that 
this case of Sister Louise be made a question between the British 
Charg6 d’Affaires and the Chinese Government, and that it should 
not be left in the hands of even a friendly power. 

The correspondent of the Evening Courier writes on 20 July: 
—Comte Rochechovart’s first demand seems to have been that 
certain native Christian converts, who were known to be impri- 
soned in or near the city of Tientsin, should be brought alongside 
the Flamme within a given hour. He then demanded that Tseng- 
kwo-fan should visit him on board the Flamme, and finally, he 
demanded that the head of the Chefa, the Chehsien and Tseng- 
kwo-fan’s Lieutenant-General (Cheng-kwo-jui ?) should be brought 
to him by acertain time. The alternative in cach case was the 
bombardment of the nn, : 

In compliance with the first demand, the native converts were 
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brought alongside the Flamme half-an-hour before the appointed 
time had expired. The gentleman who told our informant al- 
leged that he was an eyewitness of the ghastly spectacle which 
these poor persecuted wretches presented. Their ears squeezed 
to pieces between slips of bamboo ; their eyelashes cut off ; their 
knees dislocated ; their whole body bearing evidence of the fiend- 
ish ingenuity and cruelty that had been used to wring from them 
something to support the anti-foreign mania of their persecutors. 
It will be remembered that this representation is corroborated by 
the statement of one of our recent letters from Tientsin, that it 
was known that a number of Christian converts were being tor- 
tured in prison. ' 

Teeng-kwo-fan visited Rochechouart on board the Flamme with 
remarkable punctuality to the time mentioned. He was willing 
to deliver up the heads of the Che-fu and Cheh-sien ; but he re- 
fused to allow his lieutenant to suffer. Whether he will persist 
in this refusal to the extent of subjecting the city to the dreadful 
ordeal of a bombardinen, or whether Rochechouart will persevere 
in carrying out his ultimatum to the letter, remains to be seen. 
An unexplained point is whether this action of Rochechouart 
implies that he has been fortified and guided by telegraphic in- 
structions from France, or consultation with the Admiral at Che- 
foo. It was thought not unlikely at Tientsin that the Chinese 
would man the Taku forts and shut inthe French who are already 
up the river. : : 

Mr. Lay, British and French Consul here, applied to the Chi- 
nese Government for a guard to send to Tsi-nan-foo for Mr. 
Sandrie, a French subject. A guard of forty-five men and a 
colonel was granted, with a letter to the Governor-General of 
Shantung for permission to convey Mr. Sandrie back. He is the 
gentleman whose servants ran away from him, and who was 
threatened with death. 

The Russian authorities are said to be convinced that the 
murder of their three subjects was an accident, they having been 
mistaken for French. They are therefore said to intend no action 
in the matter. 

I hear on good authority that since Mr. Wade has learned 
that Sister Louise was a British subject he has taken up the 

uestion warmly, and has written home about it. When the 

hinese notice this fact it may serve as a hint to them, if they 
want a fight, as some say, to commence next time at one of the 
larger Legations ; then possibly the Governments may be tempted 
to take some action in the matter. 

Mr. Lay, the acting Consul, has addressed a note to Messrs. Lees 
and Hall the Protestant Missionaries, enquiring the loss sus- 
tained. They reply, expressing their surprise, not only that they 
should be required thus carly to state the amount of those losses, 
but also that, prior to the settlement of more important questions 
pending, the subject of monetary compensation should be enter- 
tained at all, In the uncertainty as to the action that will 
be taken at the present crisis by France and England, such 
is the disorganisation of this city and neighbourhood that all 
mission work must, in all likelihood, be suspended for months to 
come. The mission-staffs are, consequently, thrown upon their 
hands, and their converts exposed to injury; at such a moment 
it is impossible to visit the chapels in safety, far less to obtain 
builders’ estimates for their restoration. The English missiona- 
yies express their anxious desire not to be separated from their 
French brethren in any settlement of these unhappy troubles. 
This is not a mero question of sentiment. They are British 
subjects residing in China under the protection of treaties, and en- 
gaged in the prudent prosecution of their lawful calling, at least 
one of the murdered sisters was a British subject, and there can- 
not be the slightest doubt that the original design was to treat all 
nationalities alike. Disayowing all desire for war or vengeance, 
the reverend gentlemen claim justice, and hold most firmly to the 
belief that the path of safety and of honour, no less for individual 
Englishman than for our Government, is to stand by their fellow- 
sufferers in the hour of trial. 





SHANGHAI. 
Latest dates of this mail are to the 28th July. Tho outward 


mail of 10th June was to hand with telegrams to 2nd July. 


The following summary is from the orth China Herald of 


July 28 :— 


When we closed our Jast week’s summary the Volunteers were 
preparing to mount guard over the chief approaches to the foreign 
settlement for the night. The day was sacred tu the God of Thunder, 
and large numbers of people were flocking into the city to worship 
at his shrine. A proclamation, directed against forcigners, had been 
found posted in the temple, and it was feared the opportunity might 
be taken by the ill-disposed to get upa disturbance. Distinct ru- 
mours of attack did gain currency. The Catholic establishments 
at Tun-ka-doo and Sikaway and a Catholic church situated a 
short distance inland on the Hong-kew side were sentenced, and an 
attack on the settlement was talked of. The shop of a man who is 
making braid for the Volunteers was attacked and the owner beaten 
in the course of the day. The French residents therefore de- 
termined to patrol their portion of the settlement during the 
on, Sale and invited us to follow their example. Detachments of 
volunteers were accordingly posted at several inlets into the 
settlement ; Nos. 1 and 3 Rifle Companies, the Mi-ho-loongs, No. 
2 Fire Company, and the Mounted Rangers being told off for the 
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purpose. One set of guards served from 8 till 12,a second from 
midnight till 4 a.m. The night however passed off quietly ; and 
the display had a good effect on the Chinese, whom it showed that 
we were thoroughly prepared to meet any attack. 

A correspondent writes that some genius has started the report 
that the Taoutai has been caught, and locked up in the Municipal 
gaol. Another ‘rumour, widely circulated in the country, is 
that he and all his family have been murdered by the French, in 
retaliation for the Tientsin massacro. Another story goes that 
the French had applied to the English for the “loan” of some 
soldiers, and had been refused ; hence the delay in commencing 
fighting. Several families have left the city, I am told, fearing 
Jest, when war has been declared, the French should attack the 
city. Others are debating about coming over to the English 
settlement, which they look upon as much the safest place in the 
event of war. I do not think there is any fear of local outbreak. 
The people, in the city especially, appear to long for peace. They 
are hoping that, even should war be declared, things will go on 
in Shanghai as usual. I observe, however, that children and 
rowdies are somewhat more abusive than formerly. 

We have to acknowledge a copy of a pamphlet by Mr. H. Lang, 
entitled “Shanghai Considered Socially.” It is, as those of our 
readers who heard Mr. Lang’s lecture are aware, more compre- 
hensive than its title implies, being more of a history than a social 
sketch. A table of the recent census is very appropriately added. 
It is interesting just now to learn that there are 75,000 Chinese 
in the English and Hong-kew settlements—of whom nearly 7,000 
are boatmen and 2,000 vagrants. To these may probably be added 
150,000 in the native city and suburbs. The foreign population, 
including 650 merchant sailors, but excluding ships of war, is 
2,318. 

"A Hankow correspondent writes that a hostile placard was 
found on the walls of the Canton Guild Hong, in the city, praising 
the action of the Tientsin rioters, and suggesting that there were 
like establishments in Hankow. The Protestant missionaries at 
this port have addressed a letter of condolence to the Roman 
Catholic missionaries, which has been acknowledged on behalf of 
the latter by M. Filippi, the Pro-vicar cf Hlupeh. The danger 
foreshadowed by us a few days ago has happened. The settlement 
is again submerged, and the water is risiug rapidly. The result 
has heen almost to stop trade. 

The letter to Mr. Wade from Tseng-kwo-fan is now announced 
to be a forgery. 

A correspondent writes that all is quiet at Chefoo. The French 
Admiral left on the 20th, in the Zinozs, which came down for him ; 
and the English Admiral on the 21st in the Salamis, for Tientsin. 
H.M. gunboat Mfidge arrived from Kobé on the 19th. 

A Newchwang correspondent says there is not a single foreign 
ship in port ; and the pilot schooner is detained, to guard over and 
receive fureigners, in case of emergency. The first news of the 
Tientsin outbreak had occasioned great uneasiness ; but a junk- 
master, since arrived, had given his opinion that there would not 
be war ; and the native mind was influenced accordingly. Still, any 
quantity of rumours were afloat, and people were excited. A gun- 
boat was anxiously looked for. The Grasshopper will have arrived 
ere this. 

A meeting, attended by nearly all the foreign community, has 
been held at Ningpo, to devise measures for the general safety, 
in the event of an attack. It was agreed unanimously that a 
watch should be kept each night, and a roster was arranged. 
Mr. Fittock, T1.M.’s Consul at Ningpo, sent round ao circular 
stating that, in consequence of threatening rumours, he has 
obtained from the senior naval officer at Shanghai the protection 
of IIMs gunboat even, and that during the stay of that 
vessel, and with the assurance of the asserted intention of the 
local authorities to do their duty, and the protection of Colonel 
Cooke and Major Watson, the officers commanding the garrison, 
he sces no reason to apprehend any attack, at least for the pre- 
sent. Nevertheless, he recommends the formation of a Municipal 
Council and Police, similar to that of 1862, and the formation of 
a Vigilance Committee to assist the cxisting small police force 
to patrol the streets at night, It is rumoured that H.M.S. Leven 
may be ordered from this port ; if so, the little community of forty 
guethes will be left entirely to their own defence in case of an out- 

reak occurring. A)l was quiet when last advised, though some more 
objectionable placards had appeared, One of these, headed, “ Be- 
ware of the kidnappers !’’ has evidently been written at Soochow. 
and its appearance at Ningpo is another straw, showing the ex- 
istence of concerted action. It is not a spontaneous expression of 
Ningpo alarm ; but is sent down from Soochow, to cause excite- 
ment. It differs from other placards which have appeared, in 
this respect. Children only have been hitherto spoken of. Now 
old and young are being kidnapped. The foot-note, exhorting 
people to reverence written paper (or paper having written cha- 
racters on it), is intended, apparently, as a sort of well-drawn 
amen, imparting a solemn and religious air to the whole effusion. 
Defensive precautions of a permanent kind should be taken at 
every port in China. 

A meeting of sharcholdera in the Racket Club was held on the 
16th, to receive the half-yearly report and accounts, and to discuss 
various mattcrs connected with the club. We are glad to hear 
that the profits realised during the past half-ycar suffice to pay off 
the remainder of the debentures, amounting to Tis. 800 ; so that 
the club is now free from debt, and shareholders may hope for @ 
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dividend at the expiration of another six months. There are still 

eone or two calls on the current half-year’s income. The Courts 
need repair , and an outstanding claim for balls has to be paid ; 
but the income will amply suffice to meet these, and to leave a 
margin. 

There hes been some excitement among thé wheelbarrowmen 
here lately, in consequence of an attempt by the Council to impose 
on them a tax of $2 a-year per barrow. A large deputation waited 
onthe City Magistrate on the 17th, to enlist his influence in their 
favour. 

A somewhat serious collision happened as the steamer Venus 
was starting for Hong Kong ; she had not sufficient steerage way, 
and the strong wind and tide rendered her unmanageable, and 
she drifted over Trautmann and Co.’s upper buoy, where the 
steamer Leith lay moored. The Venus swung across the Leith’s 
bows and her head whirled round with such force against the cat- 
head of the ship Vorthampton, lying at Olyphant’s Wharf, that her 
own bowsprit broke short off, and her other head gear got con- 
siderably broken. The cat head of the Northampton was broken, 
and her whole length facing the river heavily rubbed and 
strained by the steamer sliding past her. The Jcith sustained 
little, if any damage. The damage sustained by the Venus was 
confined to her upper works, and after a short delay she pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. Some Chinese boats were smashed 
and lost, and one or two children are believed to have gone down 
in them. The total damage has been roughly estimated at 
Taels 3,000. 

The steamer Hipparchus has made by far the fastest passage yet 
made via the Suez Canal to Shanghai. She did the entire distance 
from Liverpool in fifty-three days, including all stoppages, being 
only forty-three days under steam. 

We (Courier ) learn that some bets have been made in shipping 
circles in the matter of the run home of the ship Duke of Abercorn, 
commanded by Captain Dalrymple, which vessel cleared for Lon- 
don July 18, with a cargo of 1,750 tons—the largest of the season 
at £210. The Duke of Abercorn isa new ship, (this being her 
first voyage) of 1,050 tons register, and w1s built on the Clyde by 
Connell the builder of the Spindrift and, Winlhover, and her 
lines are something between these two vessels. Some time back 
challenges on behalf of the commander and crew to run their 
vessel to the extent of a month’s pay were sent to the well- 
known Serica and Ethiopian, and also to the tried ships John 
R. Worcester, Forward Ho! and Argonaut, and the untried Cutty 
Sark, but none of theso ships were inclined to take it up. There 
is a great deal of uncertainty about a run home from Shanghai 
at this season of the year, but if the Dusée made a fair run down 
to Anjer her great size and power will give her a great advantage 
over her rivals ; we hear that the Argonaut, Furward Ho! John 
R. Worcester, Cutty Sark, Ethiopian and Serica have been backed 
to a limited amount, and as several of them left with a very fa- 
vourable wind, and have already been spoken a long distance 
down the China sea, the result of this race is looked Foewned to 
with considerable interest. 


AMOY. 

The following letter, dated July 28, shows most conclusively 
the tendencies of the Ticntsin outbreak, which the deputation 
to Lord Granville urged :— 

Amoy, July 28, 1870. 

You will by this mail have the Hong Kong papers with more 
full details of the Ticntsin massacre, and with the constantly 
accumulating proofs of the complicity of the Mandarins. On this 
last point I would specially direct your attention to the admirable 
nee of the Rev. Messrs. Lees and Hall, to Mr. Lay, the British 

onsul. 

This terrible outbreak is just the old story with which we were 
familiar in Southern and Central China, with but slight altera- 
tions in the plot, only with a more tragic denoument, and the last 
act not yet played out. 

Very instructive is the attempt which is being made to repre- 
sent the whole affair as a seperate quarrel with the French. But 
the murder of the Russians, the destruction of the Chapels and 
Hospitals, and the search in the City for the missionaries of all 
nationalities, along with the original intention to attack the foreign 
settlement, clearly show that the blow was aimed at all. 

And if there was a special animus against the French, it must 
have been from some such tone of thought as this :—* The 
Americans, the British, and the other Western barbarians have 
now been terrified into submission, and will no more dare to dis- 
obey the supreme Emperor ; the Imperial Commissioners sent to 
those far-off dependencies have so reported to the Throne ; and we 
shall soon be able, by a gradual and gentle pressure, to expel them 
from the Empire, or confine them, as of old, to one or two distant 
ports ; they have already abandoned Iai-nan, and are just going to 
abandon Formosa ; with them our action is easy and sure. ‘The 
only Western State that shows any rebellious spirit is France. 
We must teach her her place ; and in doing so we shall have at 
least the moral support, perhaps even the direct assistance, of 
the now obedient vassal States of Europe and America.” . 

For the encouraging of that spirit, and so far the heart-rending 
tragedy which has crsued, no one out of China is more respon- 
sible than Lord Clarendon. ‘There was one man on whom the 
responsibility would have pressed still more heavily, but he is 
now beyond the reach of human censure. 
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It is the extraordinary and infatuated policy of the British 
Government, in censuring and degrading its faithful officers, in 
sending humble apologies, which, though perhaps never formally 
presented, were made fully known all over China by the news- 
papers and their Chinese translations, and by the correspondence of 
the Customs service and the “Chinese Embassy,’ in making pro- 
mises of strict obedience for the future, and in proposing to 
abandon Formosa for the express reason of the repeated troubles 
(for everything relative to China in Blue-books, parliamentary 
debates, &c , is immediately translated and communicated to the 
Chinese Government by the persons in their service, and the 
other reason assigned—namely, the expense being too great in 
comparison with the trade, will certainly be interpreted by the 
Chinese in accordance with their own customs as a mere specious 
pretence to cover the shame of defeat, especially as the state- 
ment of the trade is by a singular mistake at variance with tho 
facts), it is, I repeat, this new and strange policy on the part of 
the Power that in two successive wars dictated the terms of 
peace, this policy utterly inexplicable to the Chinese except as 
an index of the growing weaknessjof foreigners, and the increasing 
power of China that has made it possible for the Chinese to 
attempt what has now been so cruelly accomplished. 

Perhaps it may be said that the American Government is more 
to blame, from their having set the oxample, and especially from 
their having promised to assist the Chinese in certain cases 
against other foreign nations. But, as their power has never yct 
been felt in China, their action would have had little effect, unless 
Britain had followed the example. 

Perhaps it may be said that this also is a mere “ missionary 
trouble.” But it is clear that the missionary question was a mere 
pretext ; and it was not the doctrines or the religious practices 
that were used as the pretext, but the usual accusations of the 
scooping out of eyes, the violation of corpses, &c. And it would be 
nothing remarkable if missionaries were now to be selected as the 
special objects of attack, after the profuse professions made by 
leading statesmen that missionaries would not be protected, pro- 
fessions which even such papers as The Times admitted would not 
be carried out in the last resort, but which would be amply suffi- 
cient to make the Chinese suppose that they might commit any 
cruelty with impunity if only missionaries were the objects. 

What is now most urgently needful, now that the “tragedy of 
surpassing horror,’”’ which I predicted in my letter to The Times, 
has taken place, is that all the Western Powers should show 
one undivided front, and that such action be taken as shall render 
it impossible in future for any graduate or mandarin to dare 
the instigation or planning of such atrocities; for without such 
leading the people are quite willing to live at peace with us. 

It is not for me to suggest what measures would be sufficient 
for this purpose ; but in addition to the other vigorous measures 
which are certainly necessary, I would venture to say that this 
seems an excellent opportunity for insisting on the ambassadors 
having from time to time audiences of the Emperor, in the first of 
which he should personally make an apology to the civilised 
world for the unspeakably barbarous atrocity that has stained 
the front of his metropolis. Cc. D 


HONG KONG. 

The dates are down to the 4th Aug. The London mail of 17th 
June arrived out on the 27th July, with telegrams to 11th. 

The local pres are chiefly occupied with the Tientsin tragedy. 
A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 28th July ; 
present, his Excellency Lieutenant-General Whitfeild, Hons. 
Chief Justice, Colonial Secretary, Attorney-General, Colonial 
Trensurer, H. B. Gibb, P. Ryrie, and R. Rowett, at which the es- 
timates were brought forward. His Excellency said :— 
~ As regards the estimates of 1870, they are in very many respects 
but a reprint of those which met your approval in Scptember last. 
There are, however, some notable variations to which your at- 
tention should be drawn. Thus you will see that in the financial 
estimate, fol. 3, the assets on the 1st January are declared to be 
$123,031.88, as against $120,176.58 assumed Jast year, and that 
the revenue for 1870 is estimated at $841,535, in lieu of $781,665 ; 
as also that the expenditure is now apparently increased to 
$916,563.45 from $790,720.45. The increased revenue is accounted 
for as follows:—1. By receipt of the instalment for the sale 
of the Mint, which yielded $40,000. 2. By the contribution 
of $50,000 from the special fund, as authorised by the Secre- 
tary of State. 3. By an increased allowance of $11,000 for 
stamps and the opium monopoly. 4. By a rectification of the 
previous omission of $4,000 for medical fees on examination of 
emigrants. 5. By an allowance of $9,000 for departmental 
savings—that is, for charges placed on the Civil List and esti- 
mates which cannot well be withdrawn, and which nevertheless 
will remain unpaid. You will observe that by reason of the 
transfer to the Special Fund of the interest arising from those 
deposits, the credit taken for interest in the preceding Estimates 
has been reduced by $5,000 in these. The increased expenditure 
provided for in the present Estimates in seeming excess of that 
contemplated by the Estimates of September last has heen caused 
by the credits then taken for aid from the Special Fund, hy 
which it was proposed to reduce departmental charges to 
the extent of $96,460, say—Harbourmaster’s Department $10,000, 
Educational Department, $4,418, police, $82,012. Had these 
sums been added to the Estimates laid before you in Sep 
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tember last, the present increase would have amounted but to 
$29,348, which, coisidering the provision of $40,000 made for the 
purchase of Mr. Duddell’s lots, would not appear to be in any way 
excessive. On the whole, I think you may safely congratulate 
yourselves on the sound financial position of the colony, as inde- 
pendent of the Special Fund and other liabilities, which are amply 
covered by Bank Deposits amounting at this date to $430,000, you 
had available assets on the Ist of January amounting to 
$123,031.88. It is much to be regretted that you are not at pre- 
sent at liberty to enka? @ portion of these great resources in 
works of pressing public necessity, such as the erection of a new 
Civil Hospital, and sanitary improvements in the Chinese portion 
of the town. 

A meeting of the Union Insurance Society of Canton was held 
on the Ist August, for the purpose of forming a new office. The 
chairman having stated that the capital consisted of $1,250,000, 
in $5,000 shares ; and peace that the shares should be reduced 
to $2,500 in amount, and increased in number, proposed, “ That 
the capital of $1,250,000 shall be divided into 500 shares of 
$2,500 each, of which $500 shall be paid up on each share.” 
This was lost, the following amendment being proposed and 
carr.iei by 23 to 7, “That a Society be formed bearing the 
same title as the present one, to commence business on the 
lst January, 1871, and terminating on the 31st December, 
1873; the capital amount to be paid up, and the number 
of shares, to be the same as the present Society, and the 
Articles of Association to be similar, so far as regards the 
more important clauses.” The chairman then proposed, “ That 
the present Board of Directors shall act asa Provisional Com- 
mittee for the purpose of organising the New Office, registering 
the Articles of Association, and allotting the shares; and that 
when a sufficient number of shares are allotted, the then share- 
holders shall be asked to elect their own directors, who will also 
take over the affairs of the present Society for the purpose of 
winding up its business.” Against which, after some discussion, 
was placed the following amendment, “ That a provisional Com- 
mittee be elected which shall have nothing else to do than allot 
the shares of the new company, 1871-73.” This amendment was 
lost by a majority of 25 to 8. A proposal, that “the reserve 
soe of profits be distributed with the dividends,” was nega- 
tived. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders of and subscribers to 
the City Hall was held on the 29th July. The chairman explained 
that the arrangements for the reception of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh had given great satisfaction, but had been attended with 
considerable expense, and had not the Government come forward 
and paid $10,000 towards the finishing of the building, it would 
possibly not have been finished now. How they were to meet 
the excess he scarcely knew. The building cost nearly £100,000. 
He still entertained a slight hope of Government support ; and 
they were greatly indebted to Mr. Jardine. They might by their 
receipts be able to keep it going; and he did not presume that 
the shareholders expected any dividend. Altogether, the Hall 
was not in a desperate condition. The Museum was progressing 
slowly, and he hoped the community would support it. The re- 
port was then passed and the committce of management for the 
year elected.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates are down to the 12th August. Tho English mail of the 


lst July arrived on the 2nd August, and the French mail arrived 
on the 8th August, with London letters to 8th July. 


The fortnight has been an unusually dull one. The Legislative 
Council has held no sitting, his Excellency the Governor being 
absent in Malacca. 

The news of the? war has paralysed commercial transactions 
here, and business has been almost ata standstill since the 29th 
July, the day when the news first reached here. The North Ger- 
man Consul at this port, fearing lest the French authorities at 
Saigon might receive official instructions to seize the North Ger- 
man merchant vessels there, very shrewdly managed to convey to 
them information of the war before the authorities there were 
aware of it. A trustworthy agent was despatched by a private 
steamer (the Waverley, we believe), bound to China, which left 
him off the mouth of the river, and then proceeded on her voy- 
age, the agent obtaining passage in a boat up the river to Saigon, 
and, having accomplished his purpose, returned to Singapore 
by the homeward French mail. The French authorities at Saigon 
had no knowledge of the war until two days after the arrival of 
this agent, when the French transport Sarthe, from Toulon, hav- 
ing learned the fact at Gale, arrived there with telegrams con- 
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taining war information. The Germans are getting up a fund for 
the wounded. 





PENANG. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 13th August. The London 


mail of 1st July arrived out on the 30th with London telegrams 
to the 19th July. 


The eighty-fourth anniversary of Penang occurred on the 12th 


August. The present season was exceptionally dry at the com- 
mencement. Hardly any rain fell in June, July, or the first week 
in August. But the hearts of the planters must have been glad- 
dened by the not unfrequent showers we have had lately. Enough 
rain has fallen, we should think, todo the crops some good, and as 
there is every probability of our having more, it is hoped the an- 
ticipated short crop will not turn out a fact.

collecting Silk in the interior, with the moderately small stock of 
desirable Silk on the market, has combined to make them very firm, 
and dealers are asking for Chop Silks Tis. 10 to 20 advance, Tis. G00, 
equal to 31s. 3d., having been paid for very inferior King John chop ; 
medium ‘I'satlees remain much the same, with less des're to sell; much 
of this latter description is very coarse, cascd, and foul, being mixed 
with second crop Silk, and is most decidedly Tis. 30 to 40 inferior 
to the carly shipments of the season. Best Ting How Kahing Tuy- 
saam is extremely scarce, while the medium qualities socm in pretty 
good supply. 

JAVA AND STRAITS PRODUCE. 

BATAvViIA.—Coffee, Java: Sales at f.30 per picul, but planters gene- 
rally unwilling to sell much at this figure. Heavy rains had taken 
placo in the country, delaying the plucking of the crop, which, however, 
would be a very fair one.

Gambier 
was coming in more freely, and was bought at the commencement of the 
fortnight at $3.07}, but afterwards declined to $3.02 per picul, at 
which rate the market closed firm; about 1,300 tons had been con- 
tracted for. Black Pepper was lower in value; engagements had been 
made for the second crop to the extent of about 11,0U0 piculs at $8.25 
to 8.30 per picul, and the price was firm at the latter quotation.

THE SINGAPORE WATER WORKS. 

THE recent debate in the Legislative Council fully clears 
up this vexed question, and the resolution come to makes 
an end of it, we hope, for ever. To those unacquainted 
with the subject, the Governor’s remarks during the debate 
on the Estimates for 1870 appear not without force and 
reason. “Ido not think we have any right, and I am cer- 
“tainly not prepared to convert and to appropriate a large 
“sum of the public money, raised on the whole of the Set- 
“tlements, in introducing water into one of them—Singa- 
“pore ;” but this plausible statement vory soon fell under 
the criticism of the Straits Association, who put figures before 
the Colonial-office showing that, while the actual revenue 
derived from Singapore is three times that of Penang and 
eight times that of Malacca, it had become Governor Orp’s 
practice to expend the public money on the respective settle- 
ments in an inverse ratio to their contributions to the public 
purse. Thus for the three years ending 1870 there had been 
apportioned to Singapore $26,487 ; Penang, $90,371 ; Ma- 
lacca, $51,237. 

But it has been reserved for Mr. Reap to expose tho- 
roughly the fallacy in the Governor’s argument, and 
which consists in little more or less than the suppressio 
vert. He traces the history of the Waterworks from 
the offer made by Mr. Kim Sena of $13,000 towards 
the improvements down to the present time, and shows 
convincingly that the Government under the Indian ad- 
ministration made a distinct agreement to supplement this 
amount by what should be found necessary to render tho 
water supply efficient in the town. Should this agreement 
be held as binding on the new Colonial Government, or should 
it be shirked ?—was the question which Mr. Reap pressed 
upon the Committee, and we are glad to say that after the 
debate no one ventured to support the GoveRNor’s repudia- 
ting policy. It was felt that neither the blunders of former 
Colonial enginecrs, nor even the able special pleading of the 
late acting Attorney-General could free the Government from 
a responsibility voluntarily and thankfully undertaken by 
their predecessors, 

But Mr. Reap put the caso in another light, and here it 
becomes more generally interesting, ‘lhe Aupiton GENERAL 
has, or thinks he has, an available surplus of $123,000, and 
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at the bottom of all this controversy about the Waterworks 
are two very different views as to the spending of this money. 
Governor Orb says, “appropriate $117,000 to my steam 
“ yacht, and carry forward the balance.”” Mr. Reap and the 
other Europeans answer, “the Waterworks will cost very 
“}ittle more than your proposed vessel, and will be of incalcu- 
“lable service to the native population of the settlement.” 
Could there be a more bitter comment than this argument 
of theirs on the Governor's shameless charge, that no consi- 
deration for the health of the natives was of the smallest 
weight in the eyes of the Europeans in the colony and their 
representatives here ? 





THE MEETING ON CHINA. 
LETTER OF THE DEPUTATION TO EARL GRANVILLE. 
3, Lombard-street, September 15, 1870. 

My Lorp,—As requested by your Lordship at the interview which 
you kindly granted us yesterday, I have the honour to state in writing 
the substance of the representations we made in the name of an in- 
fluential meeting which had just been held in the City of pergons inte- 
rested in China and its trade. ; 

We informed your Lordship of the melancholy particulars which had 
reachcd us, relating to the massacre of foreigners at Tientsin, perpetrated 
by the Chinese on the 21st June last. 

From the information which has reached us from British merchants 
resident at the port of Tientsin, with the most ample opportunities of 
verifying the statements they make, we are firmly convinced that tho 
attack upon the French Censulate, Cathedral, and Mission premiscs 
was only part of a preconcerted plan, having larger object, and origi- 
nating jn a strong anti-forcign feeling promptcd by Mandarins high in 
office and power. The circumstances of atrocious barbarity which at- 
tended the murder of the Sisters of Charity, and which we communicated 
to your Lordship, have never been surpassed in the records of this sort 
of crime. It is worthy of particular notice that the establishment to 
which they belonged, and in connection with which they carricd on their 
bencficent labours, has been in existence for three hundred years, and 
it is believed that in all that time no charge of any kind has ever becn 
made against the Sisters, whose methods of working were perfectly 
well-known, It is emphatically denied that they even committed tho 
indiscretion of giving money to those who brought cast-away female 
children to their doors; and the accusation mado against them on this 
score is declared to be the purest invention, got up in order to inflame 
the popular mind, and it has been repeated in order to palliate 
the dreadful crime we all deplore. Two of the Sisters were Italians, 
and une of them was a British subject. Sister Louise was an Irish lady, 
and, I believe, her brother is a respected parish priest in Ireland. On 
the trustworthy information of Chinese, some of whom had learned 
the fact ut considerable distances from Tientsin, it has been stated that 

it was deliberatcly intended to make an attack two days later upon the 
British Settlement, situated about two miles from the city. And in 
several other Treaty Ports the most inflammatory placards have been 
issucd, dirccied against forcizners generally, 

In presence of such grave events, and in the knowledge that a spirit 
of hostility to foreigners is being industriously propagated, the greatest 
apprehension and alarm is felt by British subjects, and tho object of the 
deputation was respectfully to represent the facts, and to enquire 
whether your Lordship has taken, or means to take, any steps for the 
more effectual protection of the lives and property of British subjects 
in China, prosecuting their lawful callings under the Treaty between 
Great Britain and that Empire. 

We cannot conceal from your Lordship that the anxiety of our friends, 
in which we share, has been largely increased by a regard to the policy 
which in recent years Her Majesty’s Government has adopted in {ts deal- 
ing with the Government of China, a yielding or complacent policy, as 
opposed to a policy of firmness which should exact the due fulfilment 
of Treaty obligations and be prepared to demand reparation for injustice 
and injury, The instance of the able settlement effected two years 
ago in the island of Formosa, by the prompt action af the late 
Mr. Consul Gibson, connot b: forgotten by us. That officer was 
severely blamed and degraded, instead of being thanked and rewarded 
for his services. Desirous ns we are, and have ever becn that all 
grounds and causes for a rupture with China may be avoided, az 
being most detrimental t» every interest concerned, we would earnestly 
press upon your Lordship’s attention the desirableness of a firin policy, 
rather than one of yielding and concession, of which the Chincse in- 
variably take an unworthy advantaye, and which, as they uniformly 
attribute it to weakness on our part, is calculated in our opiuion to 
lead to aggressions whieh Her Majesty’s Government would be unable 
to overlook. And it is with no small concern we have heard, on what 
appears to be undoubted authority, and which is confirmed in a remark- 
able letter from V’he Temes correspondent at Shanghai, published in to- 
day’s issue of that journal, that the naval officers on the China stations 
are forbidden by instructions from the Admiralty to land their men 
under any circum-tances cven to protect life when it is threatened, 
and are to confine the assistunce they may afford to British subjccts to 
simply receiving on board their vessels such as may be compelled to 
seck an asylum when they are attacked. We most earnestly entreat 
that Her Majesty’s Goverument will reconsider this determination, and 
will not lose a day in anthorising the naval and military officera, in the 
exereisc of their discretion, or under the orders of Her Majesty's repre- 
sentative, to afford the inost umplo protection to British subjects, and 
to use ail ineasures that may be required to prevent the commission of 
outrages which may, at any time, be threatened. 

The deputation abstained from expressing to your Lordship any views 
of theirs in regard to the reparation which should be sought from the 
Chinese Government for the recent terrible outrage. Butit is with satis- 
faction we learned from your Lordship that Her Majesty’s Government has 
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instructed their representative at Pekins to support the representations 
which may be mate by the French Minister in reference to the massacre. 

Heartily thanking your Lordship for the patient attention with which 
you listencd to us, an commending this whole matter to your earnest 
considoration, I have the honuur to be, my Lord, your Lordship’s most 
obedient humble servant, ALEXANDER MATHESON.

Foreign-office, Sept. 16, 1870. 

Srr,—I am directed by Earl Granvillo to acknowledge the receipt of 
the letter ef yesterday's date, on tho subject of the recent massacre at 
Tientsin, which was signed by you on behalf of the members of the de- 
putation who had an interview with his Lordship on the previous day ; 
and I am to acquaint you that it appears from a despatch, dated the 
Oth of July, from Vice-Admiral Sir I. Kellett to the Lords of the Ad- 
pee that Her Majesty's naval forces in China had been stationed as 

follows :— 

At Hong Kong, the Princess Charlotte, Banterer, Starling, and 
Bouncer. 

At Amoy, the Hornet and the Cockchafer. 

-At Poochow, the Severn. 

At Shanghai, the Barrosa, Zebra, Dore, and Firm. 

At Tientsin, the Dwarf, Avon, Oppossum, and Grasshopper. 

The Admiral, in the Salamis, was to procced the same day to Clicfoo. 

Commodore Price has since reported, ina despatch dated July 21, that 
the Banterer had been sent to Fuochow. 

There ure also in the Japanese waters Her Majesty's ships Ocean, 
Rinaldo, Sylvia, Elk, Midge, and the Adventure troop ship. 

lam further to acquaint you that on the 30th ult. Mr. Wade was 
instructed to co-operate with the French Lezation, in order to obtain 
the punishment of the parties who were concerned in the late outrage, 
and Her Majesty's Government trust that the communications about to 
be made to the authorities in China will lave the effect, not only of pro- 
curing the punishment of the offenders, but also of deterring the Chi- 
nese from acts calculated to excite grave apprchensions on the part of 
British subjects in and connected with China. 

Iam to remark further that the standing instructions to Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consuls and naval officers in China, as to the employment of 
Her Majesty's ships of war, are, in cases of great emergency, to protect 
the lives an‘ property of British subjects if placed in peril by wanton 
atlacks directed against them, either on the part of the local authori- 
ties, or by an uncontrolled popular movement.—l am, Sir, your most 
obedient, huinble servant, (Signed) ARTHUR OTWay.

THE FRENCH MINISTER TO PEKING. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

It is unfortunate that circumstances should have delayed the 
appointment, or rather the departure, of a representative of France 
for Peking ; and there seems little chance for the moment that 
such departure will take place. M. Geoffroy, who after “some 
hesitation accepted the appointmont, is now going to Tours, 
if not already there, with the new Minister of Justice, M. 
Cremieux, as representativa of the Foreign-office, and thercfore 
his voyage to China is, to say the least of it, postponed for 
some time. M. Geoffrey was formerly Secretary of Legation at 
Washington, and speaks English, a great advantage in his 
co-operation with our representatives and those of the United 
States in China; in addition to this he has been for some time 
sub-director of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Paris, especially 
charged with the conduct of Oriental matters, so that he has 
many qualifications for the post of Minister of Franco at Peking ; 
still he has never been in China, and we could name two gentle- 
men who have, and who are well known to Anglo-Chinese, who 
certainly would represent France well. We have heard it 
whispered that one of these gentleman would certainly have been 
appointed by the late Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count 
Daru, but that red tape barred the way, because the: 
belonged to the Consular body only, and not to the high an 
mighty conclave of the Foreign-office. You think, at home, that 
red tape is a native of England only ; never was such a mistake, 
the tapeism of the late Imperial Government was prodigious, 
and if it was often stretched and snapped by necessity, as regards 
the front ranks, it held firm enough elsewhere. M. Jules Favre 
is, we should think, the last man in the world to continue such 
absurd bureaucratic traditions, and ne how important it 
is at the prescnt moment that France should be well represented 
in China, and thus feel that she is relieved from much apxicty 
on that head, at home, until fairer weather arrives in the political 
sky, wetrust he will take council with those who are acquain:ed with 
the Far Hast, and send out some gentleman at once who already 
knows the Chinese, and can act with decision in concert with the 
representatives of the other Powers. The subject of the Tientsin 
massacres and the position of the missionaries in China was dis- 
cussed with the members of the Chinese Embassy when in Paris, and 
the result arrived at was, that it was the duty of the Chinese Go- 
vernment to protect thereligion and places of worship of all foreign- 
ers, but it was equally the duty of missionaries not to interfere 
with the religi.n, the habits, and the customs of the Chinese. We 
fear the opinion «ry arguments vf the Embassy in question will have 
very little weight ; but their view of the position is undoubtedly the 
correct one. Lut supposing the Peking Government to take the 
same view, how are Kuropcans to bind over the local authorities 
to decent behaviour ? There is but one method that we are aware 
of—namely, to send representatives to Peking and elsowhcre who 
know the Chinese, and not to leave them unsupported. 
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MEETING OF CHINA MERCHANTS. 

Tne meeting of merchants at the London Tavern, which 
we report in another column, will, doubtless, be reccived 
with great satisfaction by our readers in China, It may be 
considered by some that the speakers did not go far euough 
in denouncing the fearful catastrophe at Tientsin, but in 
passing judgment on this, it must not be forgotten that the 
object of the meeting was to bring a temperate pressure to 
bear on our Government, for the protection of life and pro- 
perty at all the ports, by restoring to the Consuls the powers 
of which they have been deprived during the past few 
years. The utter futility of claiming redress from the Go- 
vernment at Peking for outrages committed at the ports is 
now demonstrated beyond all doubt, by the occurrences at 
Ticntsin, a port only eighty miles distant from the seat of 
Government. It is indispensable, therefore, that wo take 
measures to protect ourselves, and that our Government 
should firmly insist on treaty obligations, We think that 
the meeting and subsequent deputation to Earl GranviLie 
will have a very beneficial influence on the policy of our 
Government. Knowing, as the residents in China do so well, 
the great difficulties in moving people at home to a demon- 
stration, they will fully appreciate this active sympathy on 
the part of their friends and relatives. Certainly it would 
not have been generous for our merchants and bankers to 
quietly read the letters of their correspondents, describiny 
the state of danger in which they found themselves, and 
make no effort to influence the Government in their policy. 
The pressure on the few heads of establishments in the City 
who are expected to take the lead in such matters is the 
chief difficulty. There are many other difficulties in the way 
of getting up a meeting in the City of London which make it 
a vastly different matter to calling a meeting in one of the 
China ports. Fortunately a larger number of heads of estab- 
lishments were in the City this week than is usual at this 
season of the year, and the meeting was in every way 
successful ; the efforts made to obtain an interview with 
Lord GnranvittE on the same afternoon particularly so. 
We are glad to notice that Zhe Times publishes letters 
from its correspondents at Shanghai, dated 14th and 22nd 
July, giving a valuable summary of ovents since the cata- 
strophe of the 21st June. These letters give very clear proofs 
that thedreadful business was instigated by the Chinese officials. 
The following extract also indicates to what use thee arsenals 
of China, raised by the aid of foreigners, are to be put :— 

“In the beautiful jargon, called ‘ pidgin’ English, which serves as 
a medium of communication between Anglo-Saxon and Mongol, they 
say, ‘ Must payee that Hwangti, that Mandarin, largee fear.’ And no 
doubt their view is correct. Any symptom of hesitation will be inter- 
preted as fear; nothing but a strong military demonstration and severe 
retaliation will be recognised as proof of our power and will to revenge 
wrong done to us. The Chinese have been acquiring stores of foreign 
arms lately; the only shape in which they would admit steam into the 
country has bcen in the construction of arsenals. They have had a 
number of soldiers instructed in foreign drill, and they think they are 
ablo to cope with us. Wo must show them that they are not, or the dis- 
like to foreign intrusion which characterises, more or less, every official 
in the Empire will soon find practical expression. I look upon this as 
a very critical period of our relations. Any weakness will be fraught 
with imminent danger to our interests, and even to the lives of scttlers, 
in China; while the opportunity may be seized to settle mauy pending 
denne? and to place our relations with the Empire on a sounder 

The letter which was drawn up by Mr. MaTHESON on behalf 
of the deputation, in accordance with the request of Lord 
GRANVILLE, and which will be found in another column, is a 
very able one. It enters very fully into the position of the 
residents at the various Treaty Ports and also indicates the 
danger of pursuing the policy which has curtailed so inju- 
riously the power of the Consuls in times of danger and 
emergency. Mr. Marneson does not hesitate to stigmatise 
the conduct of the Government towards Mr. Consul Gisson, 
when, by his promptness at Formosa, he assuredly saved us 
from a graver calamity. No one can feel more than the 
merchants do the losses and inconveniences connected with a 
war, but they feel assured, from a long acquaintance with the 
Chinese, that a firm policy is the only one which will preserve 
us from it. Mr. MATHESON says :— We cannot conceal from 

Your Lordship that the anxiety of our friends, in which 
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“we sharo, has been largely increased by a regard to the 
“ policy which in recent years Her Masgsty's Government 
“has adopted. We earnestly press the desirableness of a 
“firm policy rather than one of yielding and concession, of 
“which the Chinese take an unworthy advantage, and 
" which, as they uniformly attribute it to weakness on our 
“ part, is calculated, in our opinion, to lead to aggressions 
“which Her Maszsty’s Government would be unable to 
* overlook.” 

It is satisfactory to find that our Government have 
pledged themselves to instruct Mr. Waps to support the 
French Minister in obtaining satisfaction for the Tientsin 
outrage, but the answer in regard to the instructions to the 
naval officers in China is not satisfactory. It will be seen 
by the roply that Mr. Orway, the Under Secretary, on the 
part of Lord GranviLue, does not deny the allegations made 
in Mr. Matueson’s letter, and which we may say were frst 
brought to tha notice of the meeting by a letter from our cor- 
respondent at Shanghai, published ia the London and China 
Telegraph of 14th inst., the day on which the meeting was held. 
The letter of The Times was not published antil the 15th. In- 
stead of answering this most vital point, Mc. Orway states 
that Consuls and naval officers are instructed, in cases of 
great emergency, to protect life aud property if placed in 
peril. Now this, to say the least of it, is equivocal ; it doas 
not touch the fact which we are so anxious to know—viz., 
whether the naval commanders are empowered to give that 
protection, either by landing their men or otherwise, or if 
they are to be anchored off the various towns, spectators of fire, 
murder, and pillage, and simply give an asylum to any refu- 
gees who can find their way out of thescene. Asan Ameri- 
can naval captain said at Taku, when Admiral Hope was re- 
pulsed, blood is thicker than water, and we fancy no English 
commander can obey such orders, be the consequences what 
they may. The latest telegrams to hand from Shanghai to 
30th Aug. state that the Governor of Nanking has been as- 
sassinated, owing to supposed leaning to foreigners. Dangers 
are certainly thickening. 5 


To those who are disposed to cavil at the expense of our 
Consular establishments in China andJapan we recommend a 
perusal of the Blue-book just published, and which we give 
a summary of in another column. In the opinion of some 
M.P.s and others, who make a noise about our expenditure, 
our Consuls are drawn from the “ bloated aristocrat ” class, 
and do little else than live like princes in eastern palaces 
found by Government. We venture to say that the labo- 
rious details drawn up in these reports are not likely to be 
produced from the brains of other than hardworking, at 
the same time educated men. 


In consequence of the conduct of Mr. Meapows, to which 
we alluded in our article on the 14th inst., the community at 
Tientsin have requested him to resign his post of Chairman 
to the Municipal Council. 





THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 


A meeting convened for the purpose of considering the circum- 
stances connected with the massacre of foreign residents at Tientsin 
in June last, and the desirability of urging upon the British Govern- 
ment the necessity of providing more adequate protection than at pre- 
sent for British subjects in China, was held at the London Tavern on 
the 14th inst. On the motion of Mr. Hoaa Mataesoy, M.P., Mr. Krrk- 
man Hopason, M.P., was voted tothe chair. There were also present 
on‘the platform Messra. R. J. Gilman, W. R. Adamson, Alex. Mathe- 
son, M.P., W. Walkinshaw, Arthur Smith, T. Jones Gib», and Charles 
Magniac, M.P. 

The Caaraman, in opening the proceedings, said :—There is no one 
present who is not fully aware of the circumstances under which we 
are called together to-day. Tho massacres perpetrated at Tientain 
were of such a nature that, if we had not been go entirely occupied as 
we have lately been at home by greater massacres of another descrip- 
tion which have been going on in Europe for the last six weeks, they- 
could not have failed to excite the greatest possible interest an: com- 
migcration. Even as it is, we have all felt how important it ts, in 
the interests of humanity as well as of our trade with China, 
that measures should be taken to ascertain who are the real cri- 
minals in this matter, and still more that steps should be taken to 
protect ouraclves, our friends, and our property from the repetition of 
such outrages. We have not as yet had the opportunity of communi- 
cating with Her Majesty's Government, but we have received from 
them very friendly intimations that they will look most attentively at 
what we have to say, and I have great hope that in what we have to 
ask of them they will receive us in such a way as will be satisfactory 
to us, I wish it to be understood that this is hy no means to be re- 
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garded as a grievance meeting, or as a meeting got up for the purpose 
of putting pressure upon the Government. Its object is simply to 
lay before the Government what has taken place at Tientsin—to tell 
them what are our fears and also what are our hopes of the support we 
shall receive from them. Having done this, we shall leave it with con- 
fidence to Her Majcsty’sGovernment to take such measures as they may 
deem necessary. I will now, with your permission, read some extracts 
from statements I have received as to what has taken place in Tientsin. 
‘The horrors connected with the murder of the Sisters are such that 
I should not like to pollute your ears by reading the details here set 
forth—they are of a character not to be mentioned before civilised 
men. The writer adda, ‘ Sister Louise was the only British Subject,” &. 
The Chairman having also read a confirmatory extract from a letter 
written bya gentleman whom he described as of the highest credence, 
concluded as follows:—I think these letters, which, considering the 
circumstances they detail, are written with the greatest calmness and 
with much less feeling than we could have expected, seeing that they 
come from persons who have becn almost eye witnesses of the frightful 
occurrences they describe, will show the necessity that exists for some 
steps to be taken to provide adequate protection for our countrymen 
in China. It is with this view that the present meeting has been 
called. We propose to have an interview with Her Majesty's Ministera 
Qa goon as they can give us one. I cannot say exactly when that will 
be, because at the present moment they arc immensely occupied, but 
they have told us they will seo us at the first opportunity, and I have 
only to add that when we do see them and have got their answer we 
will call you together again and state to you what measures may be 
Proposed to be taken for the future protection of British subjects in 
ina. 

Mr. R. J. Ginwan, in moving the first resolution, said—You have 
been spared the most harrowing details of the awful atrocity that has 
been the means of calling ua together. They have already in part been 
published in the journals, and I assure you they are worse than the 
most horrible acts the imagination can conceive. Perhaps it was judi- 
cious that such details should not be read in a public mecting, but if 
you will tax your imagination to conceive anything that would be dis- 
graceful and atrocious among the wildest set of savages, you will, even 
then, fail to realise what was done to those anfortunate French ladies 
who devoted themselves solely to works of mercy and Christian charity. 
Fortunately, it is not necessary for us to go into the details of those 
atrocities, it is not necessary for us to say to what extent or in what 
way the righteous retribution that will always overtake the doers of 
such deeds is to be brought about. Saffice it to say that we all know it 
must come, and, although the nation that has been most grievously out- 
raged is now down-trodden, and, possibly, not in a position adequately 
to defend her interests abroad, yet still the time will come when 
this matter will be taken into their hands, and will be pro- 
perly dealt with. We, however, have nothing to do with 
the general aspect of this question; but we have to do with the 
important interests that are committed to our care, our own va- 
luable property, and the still more valuable lives of our fricnds 
and relatives in China. In urging their protection, we are bound to 
speak, and to speak plainly and boldly. We desire to use no strong 
language, but it is certainly necessary that we should tell the Govern- 
ment that the property and still more the lives of foreigners in China 
are most insecure and that this is a condition of things that must not 
be permitted to continue. Whether the Chinese Government insti- 
gated or simply connived at the act or not this we do know, that it 
was undertaken without their armed forces, which were then and 
there present, stirring a hand to preventit. We know that 
the Chinese soldiers, well armed, stood by and saw theses deeds 
committed, and whether this be owing to the weakness of the 
Government or to their wickedness, we have still the same right 
to complain of such a condition of things. Moreover, it is quite 
certain that on this lamentable occasion there was nothing in the 
sbape of protection afforded to the British or to any other of the 
foreign subjects resident in Tientsin. It is also certain that if a British 
gunboat had been present on the occasion these atrocities never could 
have been perpetrated, and it is likewise certain that unless due pro- 
tection be afforded not only at Tientsin, but to the other ports, similar 
atrocities will take place in those places. The Chinese will hear of 
what is going on in Europe, and they will think that wherever there 
is a Frenchman he is fair game, nor will they necessarily separate one 
foreigner from another. Consequently this is not a case in which the 
French nation alone is concerned ; it is a matter which concerns every 
nation which relates to humanity and Christianity at large. Perhaps 
I may have said more than I ought, but it ia difficult to think of this 
subject, and I should be ashamed of myself if I could think of it and 
speak of it with calmness, I will not, however, detain you further 
It is not in our province to say what should or should not be done in 
respect of the retribution to be exacted for the atrocitics perpetrated ; 
but it is our duty to claim protection for our countrymen and our in- 
terests in China, and with this view, and in the fullest confidence that 
our representations will be listened to with the attention they deserve, 
we desire to address Her Majesty's Government. I have now to move 
the following 

REsoLvrion. 

“hat the lamentable massacre of foreigners at Tientsin on June 21 
last has led to anxiety and alarm on the part of the British communities 
at the several open ports. That it appeara the calamity occurred during 
the absence from Tientsin of any vessel of war. That this meeting 
deems it desirable to represent the facts to Her Majesty's Government, 
and to inquire whether, in view of the serious events which have 
occurred, they have taken, or intend to take, any and what further 
precautions for the protection of British life and property in China.” 

Mr. Macniac, M.P., in seconding the resolution, said: I be- 
lieve it is generally understood that it is not desirable on the 
present occasion to go much into detail. It is felt that, although 
the time of the Government is s0 fully occupied at the present 
moment, there can be no doubt that in a matter of auch great 
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and urgent interest as that we are met to consider, nothing 
more will be required than a representation of the facts by those 
who are most interested in the matter to ensure the earnest 
attention of Her Majesty’s Government. We have all heard the 
harrowing account that has been read to us of the atrocities perpe- 
trated at Tientsin. I have myself endeavoured on two occasions 
to bring the facts to the notice of the Government, at a time when the 
Government were apparently in ignorance of such an outrage having 
occurred. In fact, I may say that the first accounts received by tele- 
graph from Shanghai were disbelieved by the Government; and I 
think that this alone would be a sufficient reason for our bringing the 
matter to the notice of the Government in an official way. I think it 
will be found sufficient if we make a formal representation of the facts 
which have occurred. We can place before Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment the stateincnt of the facts which Mr. Hodgson has read, and this 
will put them in possession of circumstances such as can_ hardly 
have been conceived, and which, had they been fully detailed, could 
not have failed to excite the deepest sympathy and sorrow in the 
breasts of all now present. I believe there are many persons around 
me who will fcel much sorrow for China itself, for numbers of them 
have friends among the natives in that country, and are able to draw 
a strong line of demarcation between the governors and the governed, 
and still have hopes of that country. By making a brief but plain 
representation of the facts to the English Government we shall be 
throwing upon them the responsibility that ought to attach to them as 
regards the,protection of the lives of those who are near and dear to us— 
our friends and relations in China. In doing this I think we shall effect 
the immediate purpose we have in view. It iscertainly neccessary that 
something should be done. A paper* has been put iato my hands con- 
taining the instructions said to have been issued to our naval officers 
in China. It is stated that they are told on no account to put their 
men on shore; they are only to afford protection to thoze who come 
to them for safeguard, which means that they are to receive on 
board those who are flecing from murder, but that they may not 
land to protect them from it. I do not know whether this is 
true or not; but, if it be so, I think that these instructions 
fail to mect the present state of things in China. I belicve that 
these instructions were sent out during the time the late lamented Lord 
Clarendon was at the Foreign-office. I see here gentlemen who had the 
honour and pleasure of representing certain circumstances to Lord 
Clarendon not many months ago, and they will concur with me when 
I allude to the deep appreciation and the patient consideration given 
by that nobleman to the statements put before him. And not only 
was this the case, but I believe he fully met the views we then felt it 
right to express to him. I donot believe it willbe found that the 
noble lord—Earl Granville—who at present presides over the Foreign- 
office will be found less willing to consider the enormous; interests 
connected with this country which are at stake in China. I believe 
he will be found to give those interests every consideration, and that 
if we make a calm and proper representation to him, he will regacd 
our views as well worthy of his most careful attention. Most of us here 
have had experience of China, and are deeply interested in that 
country, having no other desire than that justice should be fairly 
done between us and the Chinese ; for, whatever may have been said 
to the contrary, I am sure I am right in affirming that if there is 
anything which is more against our wishes, and likely to be more de- 
trimental to our intcrests in China than another it is war. I belicve 
that very mistaken ideas of the vicwa and wishes of the merchants in 
China have arisen, I do not know how nor under what circumstances, 
but they are in many instances diametrically opposed to the facts. 
Our interests must be destroyed by war, and I say that what we have 
to do is to make such representations to the Government as will avoid 
that grave responsibility ; but if occurrences such ag we know have 
recently occurred should continue, if indeed such another outrage 
should be allowed to take place, I believe that no means will be found 
for putting a stop to these outbreaks short of recourse to ourarmy. It 
is stated in the papers to-day that certain batteries are held in readi- 
neas for transport to China.t If this be true it shows an appreciation 
of the difficulties and dangers that exists in that country, and I 
believe we shall be doing good service in placing the Government 
in poascs:ion of the facts which are known to us. I will not 
detain you further, except to say that in consequence of a communica- 
tion just received from the Foreign-office, it is proposed this very 
afternoon to make a representation of the facts to the Foreign Minister 
by appointing three or four gentlemen to act asa deputation. We 
shall thus be aware of the views of the Government. Of course we 
canuot expect that they will be given in detail, but I hope the depu- 
tation will receive some satisfactory assurance to the effect that the 
lives and property of our countrymen in China will be duly cared for 
by the Goverament. 

The resolution was unanimously agreed to.

If this were 
so the ,matter went beyond Tientsin; it extended to the whole of 
Chiua, and if there were such a feeling in the south of China as well 
as in the north it became incumbent on the Government to take steps 
not only for protecting British subjects in Tientsin, but for affording 
some protection in all the Chinese ports,

DEPUTATION TO LORD GRANVILLE. 
{In accordarce with the resolution of the mceting, the deputation 
had an interview with Lord Granville, at the Foreign-office. 

The deputation reported to his lordship the proceedings at the pub- 
lic meetiug held that afternoon at the London Tavern, and read a 
letter from a merchant at Tientsin, detailing the horrible outrages 
which had been perpetrated in that city at the time of the massacre, 
and which entered into a minute description of the horrible way in 
which the nine Sisters of Mercy were treated by the Chinese rabble,* 
one of the Sisters being English, two Italians, and six French, They 
then, in accordance with the terms of the resolution adopted by the 
meeting, respectfully inquircd what precautions had been taken, or 
were intended to be taken, by Her Majesty's Government to protect the 
lives and properties of British subjects in China. 

Lord Granvitir, having expressed his horror at the scenes which had 
attended the massacre, said that he had sent out instructions to China 
to support the representations which had bcen made upon the subject 
by the French Government to the Chinese authorities. In regard to 
what had been urged by the deputation, he must request them to em- 
body their views in a letter, which he would take into his immediate 
consideration. 











“Philo-Sinensis” writes to The Times in controveraion of the letter 
signed “Alpha,” which we gave in our last. “Philo-Sinensia” believes the 
massacre to be symptomatic of a wide spread determination to extir- 
pate all foreigners from China, and, in that case, he urges the duty of 
immediate action. One great characteristic of the present Manchu 
dynasty has been the exelueion of foreigners from China, They have 
fought for it over and over again, and when an appeal to arms failed 
they have schemed and diplomatised, and lied and cajoled. There was 
no Frenchmen involved in the Yang-chow riot; the hostility in For- 
mosa was directed primarily and mainly against British subjects. An 
American gentleman was the object of an attack two years ago by the 
assembled literati. The missionary who fell last year was one of our 
own countrymen. Natives of late have been repeatedly imprisoned 
and beaten to the point of death for letting honses in the interior to 
foreigners. Indignily has been thrown upon officials and private gentle- 
men of almost all nationalitics. Let two instances suffice. The 
Hon. Ro-s C. Browne, Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States, 
and his Royal Highness Prince Alfred, were utterly ignored, and 
treated with perfect neglect. I may also mention that foreign 
Ambaszadors have never yct been permilted even to sec the Emperor. 
It is said that he is not. of age. This is nonsense. The Emperor is of 
age when he or his guardians choose ; and already, to my knowledge, 
he has been recciving Ambassadors from Thibet and Corea. But the 
particulars of this horrible massacre itself afford abundant evidence of 
the general hatred of foreigners. Every one of the Protestant chapels, 
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Protestunt converts were caught, and beaten and plundered by the 
mob ; cight or ten had their houses pulled down. The country people 
at distant places in the interior knew of the contemplated murder, and 
expected to hear of the destruction of all nationalities, with this dif- 
ference, that the French were to be butchered on the 20th of June, and 
the others in the settlement on the 23rd of June; and on that day a 
Chinaman was actually found in the tower of the Protestant church, 
which stands in the foreign scttlement, with balls of combuatible 
materials, evidently for the purpose of sctting fire to the church ; 
and another was caught in most suspicious quarters with a revolver. 
But here comes in the most serious question of all. If the Chinese 
authorities really desire our expulsion, and if they are implicated in 
these acls and crimes, we must interfere. The French are not ina 
position to do so; and very likely when the news of the French die- 
asters reaches China the mandarins will snap their fingers, and refuse 
anything like satisfactory redress, But, in sooth, this cannot be looked 
upon as a mere French quarrel. 
(8TANDARD.) 

The outrage is therefore not to be regarded as an outrage upon France 
only but upon all civilised Kurope; and as France can hardly be ex- 
pected, in her present circumstances, to take any vizorous action in 
the matter, it would be not more than just to her were England to 
telleve her of the duty of exacting a fitting otonemeut from the 
Tientsin murderers. It is perhaps even more incumbent upoa Bag: 
land than upon France to punish the authors of this frightful crime, 
secing the much larger stake.which we have inthe country. It ia not 
too much to say that the life of every Englishman and Eaglish- 
woman in a Chinese port is ia dangor should there be any hesi- 
tation on the part of our Government in insisting upon a due 
reparation fur the ‘Tientsin maszacre. In spite of all the at- 
tempts to eredit the Chineso with the character of a civilised 
people there is and ever has been a rooted prejudice in the minds 
of the mandarin clasz, and, through their azency, in the minds 
of the ignorant rabble of the large towns, against all foreignera. The 
have never ceased to hold, as the prime article of their faith, that all 
European civilisation should be barred out. They hate because they 
fear the Europeans. They would extirpate them if they could. They 
fulfil their treaty obligations only throuzh terror, and they never lose 
any opportunity of violating them, and of showing their hatred and 
contempt for the foreignera. This ia notorious to the entire European 
community in China, and is not denied except by a few ignorant 
and sentimental fanatics among ourselves. The Burlingame mission, 
with its farcical accompaniments, wag a mere Chinese trick to impose 
upon the world with a show of civilisation. The Chinese policy never 
varies, and has not varied for many hundred years. It is a good deal 
like the policy of England in these latter years. It is based 
upon the absolute oxclusion of any sentiment for those who dwell out- 
side the bounds of China. ‘There ig but one civilisation which 
the Chinese admit, and that is their own. As for any progress 
in what are called liberal ideas, they will not even admit that any 
such progress ia possible. It is asham and a delusion altogether— 
an invention of certain romantic philanthropists outside of China—a 
childish attempt to propagate the principles of peace and non-inter- 
vention. But whether China is a civilised power or not, we are equally 
bound to require some redress for the outrage at Tientsin. It must be 
determined whether Europeans may reside in safety in the Chinese 
Treaty Ports. That is a matter of the firat importance te several thou- 
sands of our countrymen who, on the faith of the British safeguard, 
are purauing their peacefal callings within the Chinese territory. If 
China is a civilised nation we are bound to proceed against her Govern- 
ment as we should against any other civilised Government, for the 
massacre at Tientsin, perpetrated, as all the evideace goes to show, 
under the eyes of the local authorities. If China is not a civilised 
power she must be dealt with ina more summary way, as we should 
deal with barbarians who commit mutder.

We have as yet only spoken of the urgent neceasity that existe for 
providing immediate protection for British lives and property at Peking 
and the ports, but there is the still more important question to be settled 
of what reparation we are to demand from the Chinese Government for 
the massacre at Ticntsin, and what steps we are to take to secure our- 
selves against the recurrence of such a catastrophe. And to this end, 
in the first place, the «nilt of the massacre should unhesitatingly be 
fastened upon the Peking Government. To this it will be objected by 
many that the Government should not be held responsible for a mere 
popular tumult. To such people we would reply that the riot at Tien- 
tsin docs not at all answer that description. It hag already been 
clearly proved that the local mandarins, high and low, were, to 
say the least, fully cognisant of the approaching outbreak days 
and even weeks before it occurred; that, instead of attempting 
to supprees the popular excitement, they indirectly did all they 
could to foment it; and that General Chen, who took an active 
part in instigating the rioters, and who is said to have Jed them in 
person, has since been received with distinction by the Emperor, 
and has returned through Tientsin on the way to his post laden 
with Impcrial favours. Fuither, it docs not require any deep 
knowledge of China and the Chincse to be aware that, under the 
paternal Government in force, such an organised outbreak as that 
which took place at Tientsin conld never have occurred unless with 
the sanction of the Government. Riots are made to order in China, 
and the same people who would one day rise against foreigners ata nod 
from the authorities, would on the next, ata hint from the same poten- 
tates, be on the most friendly terms with them, We have only to 
look back to the past few years to know the truth of this aasertion. 
Before the capture of Canton, when the Government was acoustomed 
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to treat us with haughty contempt, and to lavish its insults upon 
us, no foreigner dare enter the city, and even in the villages in) its 
neighbourhood and in the foreign settlement itself there was no immu- 
nity for the foreigner from the overbearing insolence of the people. 
But when Canton was taken and the authorities found it necessary 
to submit, the people were as civil as they had formerly been 
insolent, and as friendly as they had been hostile. Again, for 
a year or two after the expedition to Peking, when the Government 
was overawed by the presence of our soldi-ra, the whole empire was 
e.. But as our troops were withdrawn from the neighbourhood !of 
eking and the Government began to fecl that the reins were again in 
its hands, disturbances broke out in other parts of the country, in 
sea quite remote from the immediate effects of the campaign, and 
r beyond the range of any but native influcnce. The plea then that 
the people of Tientain, a city in the Imperial province, and but eighty 
miles from the Imperial city, should take it upon themselves to com- 
mit such a pronounced act as the massacre without an implied sanction 
on the part of the authorities, cannot for an instant stand. 


We are told that the news of the massacre has spread throughout 
the length and breadth of the Empire, that it has everywhere been 
reccived with rejoicings, and that it has produced among the natives 
at the Treaty Ports a keen desire to emulate the atrocities of their 
Tientsin brethren. All this should be borne in mind in fixing the just 
penaltics that the Peking Government must pay for this wanton at- 
tack upon foreignera. And above all things it should be demanded 
that the full knowledge of the reparation exacted should be as widcly 
spread as is the news of the massacre. The local offenders must of 
course be punished ; but above and beyond this let us now onco and 
for all refuse longer to submit to be ranked by the Chinese as an in- 
ferior race. Jet ua in-ist on the Emperor receiving our Ambassador, 
and let a decree be published announcing the change of policy in the 
Peking Gazette. To confine ourselves to punishing the Tientein man- 
daring and local rioters would be an egiegious blunder. The Em- 
peror’s advisers are the real offenders, and should be looked upon as 
the principal culprits. 





The Post saya that the whole foreign community in China appears 
to be face to face with a highly menacing danger. The respective 
home Governments must evidently sooner or later recognise the fact 
that the outbreak at Tientsin was but a symptom of a deeply-seated 
disease—dislike to foreigners; and they will have ‘to admit that the 
selfish policy of standing aloof, to let France settle this affair as her 
own, will not pay. Had France been free and able to enforce respect 
to her subjects, and to exact reparation for the gross injuries inflicted 
upon them, even then we should have been morally bound to co-ope- 
rate with her. We are atill so bound; but, in addition, we ought 
now to move prominently in the matter for our own sakea. It is ex- 
tremely unpleasant to have to send a force to so distant a part of the 
world; to have to tax the country in respect of the half-civilised and 
anomalous people of China. But dutics and obligations, however un- 
pleasant, are not to be shirked with impunity. Not to spend a mode- 
rate amount now in precautionary measures and in timely demon- 
stration of force would be but to incur an almost certain liability of 
future and much greatcr outlay, to say nothiug of very possible imi- 
tations of the Ticntsin tragedy to be exercised upon our fellow-subjects 
engaged in the peaceful vocations of trade in China. The more the 
French reverses are calculated to add to the obstinacy and pretensions 
of the Chinese, the more it will be imperative upon other foreigners to 
come forward in an unmistakable manner,

SILK. 

There is no alteration in the position of the Silk market since our 
last report: there is rather Iess business doing, but entirely owing to 
the limited supply of new Chinas offering at anything like market 
ratcs, 26s. has boen paid for Red Peacocks, and 293. to 29s. 6d. for 
best Chop thirds, but even these prices do not tempt the majority of 
importers to sell. All other Silks but Chinas continue very dull, and 
but little inquired for.

The stock 
of Manila on the lst September was estimated at 18,829 bales, against 
14,591 bales at the corresponding date of 1869, and 19,036 bales in 
1868. The imports into the United States from the 1st January to 
the 3lat August, 1870, were 102,276 bales, against 81,679 bales during 
the corresponding period of last year, and the quantity afloat on the 
31st August was 30,962 bales, against 47,560 bales at the same date 
last year. 

Inpico.—Manila continues in steady demand; we note sales in 
small lots amounting to about 40 cases at $1.15 to $1.30 currency, 
showing no change in value.

to arrive before the 10th inst. have been bought up. The sales amount 
to 13,325 bags for export, at $3.25 to 3.874 gold in bond ; and 1,500 
bags, for home consumption, at $7 to 7.874 currency (duty paid). 

Spices.—There is somewhat more activity, and we notice sales of 
150 cases No. 1 Nutmegs at $1.02} to 1.05 gold; 50 do., $1.25 cur- 
rency ; 600 bales Cassia, 464c.; 100 do. Cloves, 25}c.; 1,000 bags 
Pepper, 26}c. for Sumatra, and 264c. for Singapore; and 200 do. Pi- 
monto, 18}c. gold.

THE TRADE OF JAPAN. 

The Commercial Reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan for 
1869-70 have just becn issued by the Foreign-office. A compari- 
son of the total trade in 1869 and 1868 gives theffollowing re- 
sults :—

Thus in cotton and woollen manufactures and metals, being 
the staples of the import trade in which Great Britain is chiefly 
interested, the estimated value of the operations of 1869 is nearly 
the same as that of 1868. The decline observable in arms and 
ammunition is scarcely open to objection, as this may be attributed 
to the cessation of the civil war; but the notable increase in the 
importations of eastern produce, such as rice, peas, cotton, oil, &c., 
which have been more than doubled in 1869, may be regarded as 
unfavourable to the interests of the general trade, and cxplains 
the causes of the apparent check in the consumption of manu- 
factures. It shows that, in consequence of two bad harvests, 
J at has had to import large supplies of food from China, Saigon, 
and the Straits, and thus her means of purchasing foreign fabrics 
have been proportionately restricted. 

In exports the trade in silk is less than half of that of the pre- 
vious year. ‘This is partly ascribable to the carelessness of Ja- 
panese manipulators, which is at last beginning to affect prices, 
and also to the large shipment of silkworms’ eggs from Japan to 
Europe, by which the productive power of the latter is increased, 
while that of the former is diminished. It may be considered as 
@ satisfactory sign for the silk industry both of Europe and of 
Japan that the demand for silkworms’ eggs was not so large in 
1869 as in 1868. The export of tea also shows ® considerable 
falling-off. Altogether, a material decline is observable in the 
export trade of 1869, the total being $11,485,645 os against 
$20,435,333 in 1868, and the difference between imports and ex- 
ports being $5,871,287 as against the latter. In 1808 the reverse 
was the case, as the exports of that ycar exceeded tho imports by 
$5,434,762. 

This balance against Japan of 1869 was met by large shipments 
of native coin, which was exported to India and San Francisco, 
simply as bullion to the extent, it is estimated, of $10,000,000.

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The money thus parted with has been replaced by paper. It is t 
be hoped that a position so prejudicial to the intereuee of Japan, 
as well as to those of foreign trade, will speedily be remedied by 
the currency reform, which is engaging the attention of the Govern- 
ment. 

The foreign trade with Japan, direct and local, may roundl 
be estimated at ten millions sterling, more than half of whic 
is in British hands. It afforded employment in 1869 to 
1,043,405 tons of foreign shipping, 398,264 tons of which 
were British. Such are the results of the first ten years 
of our dealings with this country, during which period very 
considerable ‘ificulties have had to be overcome by recon- 
ciling a large national majority and adverse political party to an 
intercourse which was alien to all their previous feelings. The 
commerce is already growing more rapidly in Japan, in proportion 
to its area and population, than it is in China, The diffusion of 
commercial intelligence among the Japanese is remarkable and 
encouraging. Their desire to obtain machinery and to establish 
industrial works at the various open ports, noticed in these reports, 
is one tangible proof of increasing enterprise ; and other interest- 
ing evidence of an intelligent appreciation of the benefits of trade 
may be found in two native pamphlets, respectively entitled 
“Scattered Remarks on Commerce,” and “ Conversations on Com- 
merce,” which have been recently published, and translations of 
which, one by Mr. Aston and the other by Mr. O'Driscoll, are 
given in the book before us. 

This is sufficiently enco ing ; but there is something more 
than encouragement ; there is warning—peculiarly and mourn- 
fully interesting at the present moment—in the concluding pas- 
sages of the imaginary conversation of the Japanese political eco- 
nomist. As is usual in such productions, the advocate of the 
author’s principles—liberality and free trade—converts his oppo- 
nent to his ideas, so far as regards commerce. When, however, the 
“ Protectionist ” finds himself completely worsted on this point, 
he suddenly changes his ground of objection against foreigners by 
inquiring what is the Reformer’s opinion regarding Christianity - 
The author (through his mouthpiece) replies thus significantly :— 
“ T entirely share your apprehensions on this subject. This reli- 

ion of Jesus is a hateful thing, and I have always heard from 
earned men that it is fraught with mischief to our country. It 
is expressly stipulated in the Treaties that no foreigner must at- 
tempt to pervert Japanese. If, then, in the face of this stipula- 
tion, these fellows should be so base as to attempt perversion, they 
would by so doing be guilty of a violation of truth and justice, 
than which there is no greater crime in the sight of Heaven; and 
in that case I maintain that every man in Japan, both high and 
low, should be prepared to sacrifice his life in order to extermi- 
nate the rascals, and thus afford an example of the might of our 
country’s gods.”
